FAVOR SILVER 


A BIG REPUBLICAN SPLIT Is .IN- 
EVITABLE. 


THE WEST AGAINST THE EAST. 


Some of the Secrets of the Recent Re- 
publican Campaign Revealed 
From Inside Sources. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 
NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—There is going to 
be war, and a very hot war, in the Repub- 
lican camp, and at 4 very early date. Maj. 
McKinley has a policy of his own. It is 
a Western policy largely—Western and 
Southern. There are two things the Major 
is determined to rid himself of. The first 
is Eastern.daminatian. The second is the 
suspicion that he, or his administration, or 
his party will be a catspaw to England. He 
Delieves that he can build up the Republican 
party on a foundation that will give it a 
long lease of life, but that to do this he has 
got to cut out drom under the feet of the 
Democracy what he regards as the inev- 
itable winning card—silver. 
_ Barly in the campaign, Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan gave his ultimatum to Mr. Hanna— 
that the greenbacks should be retired. Up- 
on agreeing to this, money would be fur- 
‘nished without limit. Without this agree- 
ment Eastern funds were not to be had for 
campaign purposes. The campaign depend- 
ed upon an unlimited amount of boodle. 
Hanna was up a tree. After a good deal 
of a row McKinley agreed, but he had in 
‘the meantime seen his way, once safely in 
the White House, to flank the Eastern crowd 
and build up the Western end of the party 
Strom enBugh to control. It was clear to 
him that there was an irreparable breach 
between the Bast and the South, and, once 
he was in the saddle, he would be master 
of the situation ‘and could, with the West- 
ern Republicans behind him, give his ulti- 
matum to the East. The dose he had 
taken at St. Louls was very bitter to him, 
and equally bitter to all Western Republi- 
can leaders, but with a defeat staring them 


in the face, which would mean the disinte- |. 


_ ration of the party, they hed te swallow 
the pill. But they bided their time. 

Mr. Morgan's belief was, and is, that with 
the greenbacks out of the way, the Supreme 
Court can now be relied upon to ceverse 
a former decision, if a case shall ever come 
up, and declare power to make paper money 
4 legal tender is only a war power. That, 
with silver out of the way, the English plan 
can be held in farce. : 

On this the Whitelaw Reed dinner was 
made, to divide the loaves and fishes of 
the real banquet to come, among the Hast- 
ern crowd and, incidentally, a few Western 
doughfaces for appearance sake. 


Mr. McKinley's plan is quite different. He 
knows that revenues are running behind 
and that they can only be brought up to a 
point to meet the deficiency in the revenues 
by large imports, as things now stand, and 


who has closed the Indian mints, as an op- 
pressor. While Russia and France are 
coquetting with England now about an al- 
liance, thereby cleaving England clean from 
the Dretbund, they are, at the same time, 
piling up gold; and when they have picked 
England’s pocket John Bull will get the 
cold, dead shake. 

Then with Russia and the United States, 
the two great surplus or exporting coun- 
tries of the world, rich in gold and silver, 
with England a buying country, utterly de- 
pendent on other countries for material to 
work up and for food as well, and with only 
gold, England will have been Practically 
broken of her financial supremacy. With 
free coinage by all the world but England, 
for both gold and silver England, with no 
silver, will sink to @ low level of power. 
Her attempt to work Asia has been com- 
pletely frustrated, and Russia now has 
what England sought, control in the Orient. 
She has crowded England out of Turkey, 
can turn her out of Egypt. It really looks 
as if John Bull had overstocked his market. 


These are the conditions which Maj. Mo- 
Kinley now sees and which he thinks will 
enable him to cut loose from Eastern domi- 
nation, which will bring back the Trans- 
Mississippi and Rocky Mountains and Pa- 
cific Coast States, which will invade the 
South. He proposes to steal Bryan's silver 
club to prevent it from turning Congregs 
against him in 1898, and thus to prevent his 
incumbency of the White House from being 
barren of power or success, but to make it 
such a howling success as will bring him a 
second term. ’ 

Maj. McKinley looks to the Eastern 
Democrats as likely to be swept back under 
the domination of Hill, Flower and Whitney 
and their kidney, and all the talk about 
these gentlemen having power in the new 
administration is pure moonshine. McKin- 
ley knows he had a narrow squeak for it, 
only for the turning of the votes of the 
cities against the country vote in the last 
four weeks of the campaign, and he knows 
that the Eastern policy of low prices can- 
not stand two years, much less four years, 
as things now stand. He is going in for lots 
of money, good times and a high tariff— 
for the West, elear to the Pacific, the indus- 
trial South, and let the East shift for itself.

WITH GOAL OL 


MISE MARTELLS’ FOOLHARDINESS 
WILL COST HER LIFE. 


BECAME A PILLAR OF FIRE. 


The Can Exploded, Saturating Her 
From Head to Foot With the 
Flaming Fluid. 


Miss Ida Martells, a strikingly beautiful 
girl in her 18th year, 
smoldering flre in the kitchen stove by 
giving it a coal oll bath. | 

The usual result followed. The fire was 
kindled at the expense of a human lite. 

Miss Martells is not yet dead, but she is 
lingering on in agony, with hardly an inch 
of her body that was not cooked by the 
flames.

LEMS AND THEIR SOLUTION. 


NO DOUBLE MORAL STANDARD. 


The Regulation of Vice Denounced and 
the Education of Chil- J 
dren Urged. 


The Purity Conference of the National 
W. C. T. U. opened in the Second Presby- 
terlan Church at 10 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing with devotional exercises, led by Mrs. 
F. E. Britten. 

After the services Mrs. Dr. Mary Wood 
Allen, the president, spoke of purity in the 
home, and urged a campaign of education 
among children as the best means of in- 
suring the health of future generations. Mrs. 
Allen lald stress on the necessity of a single 
moral standard, and severely criticised the 
notion of having one standard for women 
and another for men. 

Mrs. Helen Dickinson Harford of Oregon 
told how she had trained her children in 
the great truths of life. She said that in- 
«tead of keeping them in ignorance of the 
facts in nature, as she had been until she 
was old enough to marry, she led them 
by easy stages to a knowledge of the trutn. 
She told her boy plain truths when he was 


14 years old, and she expressed herself as 
highly satisfied with the experiment. 

Mrs. Harford, in her discussion of the 
purity problem, said that she regarded the 
inen as being as good as the women, except 
that they had not been trained as 
youths to a proper „ of purity: 
She sald that boys should be taught that“ 
thelr acts will be felt in their consequences 
by future generations. If this truth 
read systematically, Mrs. Harford be- 
lieved much could be accomplished for the 
betterment of thousands yet unborn. 

As an instance of what follows the intem- 
range of parents before their children are 
oak Mrs. Harford instanéed the cage of a 
helpless man whose father is an eminent 
California lawyer. The sufferer is utterly 
deficient in physical powers and has to 
have the constant attention of a servant. 

Mrs. C. T. Cole of Mt. Pleasant, Pa., ap- 
roved of the ideas of Mrs, Allen and Mrs. 

arford, and made a strong plea for the 
education of children by their parents in 
the truths of life and not leave them to 
learn outside their homes. Mrs. Cole paid a 
tr'bute to the boys, and declared that from 
her experience they were in many ipstances 
better by nature and less 
prone to fall, 

Mrs, Allen took up the objection often 
made to the instruction of ehildren in scien- 
tific facts that evil thoughts may be put in 
the minds of the little ones. She declared 
that parents must teach their children in 
order to anticipate the contamination which 
goes hand in hand with companionship 
with other youngsters outside the home. 

Mra. Allen told of her work in Toledo, 
where she inaugurated mothers’ meetings 
for the purpose of giving Instruction in the 
best means of enlightening the minds of 
children on scientific facts. Mrs. Allen said 
that she once visited a place where the 
standard of morality among school children 
was much higher than the average, and she 
djecovered that it was due to the work of 
a teacher who had gathered together the 
mothers of the pupils and urged them to in- 
struct their children in th — — of life. 

Mrs. Adams of Kansa@ asked Mrs. Har- 
ford it she did not think she should have 
instructed her boy in the mysteries of life 
before he was 14 years old. Mrs. Adams 
thought that the lessons should be taught 
before that age. 

One of the delegates declared that a great 
peril to social purity was the wing prac- 
tice of the wealthy to let their children of 
10 keep company.

The freight officials of the Wabash and 
the Chicago & Alton take the mest optimis- 
tic view of the situation.

General Manager Ramsay of the Wabash 
was too busy to be seen, but his secretary, 
who is thoroughly conversant with the 
status of the road, authorized the follew- 
ing statement: 

There has been a marked improvement 
in traffie since the election. We have 
more than we can do. We have 1,500 car 
loads of wheat clamoring for shipment, but 
we cannot find cars with which to move 
it. Im addition to the general revival in 
business, the rise in the price of grain 
has started wheat with a rush. The sea- 
board ports have thousands of our cars, 
and we are having great difficulty in get- 
ting them back fast enough. We are mov- 
ing a great deal of coal for manufacturing 
purposes in consequence of the opening up 
of so many factories, and we also find that 
the shipping orders of local business men 
are good, rom our point of view the out- 
* is exceptionally good.“ 

A. Wann, the Assistant General Freight 
N of the Chicago & Alton road, in 
charge of the local office, is out of the 
city. The official who is acting as the 
executive in his absence, but he does not 
wish his name used, took this encouraging 
view of the situation as it is to-day: 

Ten da 5 ago if a local shipper had come 
to me and asked for fifty cars a day, to be 
loaded in East St. Louis, I would have guar- 
anteed that he could have them.

Butler maintains that he is glad te be no 
longer associated with the committee as at 
present organized and run, and strongly in- 
timates that very few honest men can be 
counted in the membership. 

He also contends that he gave the com- 
mittee d run for its money, and while it 
refused to adopt his resolution to have the 
State Committee investigate the charges 
of boodling and “holding out” of campaign 
assessments made against the City Com- 
mittee, the seed has been sown which will 
result in time in the purification of the com- 
mittee or a high old scandal. 

The committee met Wednesday night in 
the headquarters at Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets. It was known that there would be 
lively times, and local Democratic poli- 
ticlans scenting trouble flocked early to the 
meeting place. 

Twenty-three members of the committee 
were present when Chairman Brady rapped 
for order and each one of the twenty-three 
was watching his neighbor to gee who 
would throw the first brick. 

Nothing transpired until 
called for new business. 

Then up rose Committeeman John Burke 
of the Fourteenth Ward with the announce- 
ment that he had a solemn duty to per- 
form. 

This “solemn duty“ it transpired was to 
move that John R. Butler be removed as 
member of the committee from the 
teenth Ward. The reason given for the mo- 
tion to remove was that Butler had worked 
against and voted against John P. Collins, 
the Democratic candidate for State Sen- 
ator in the Thirty-first Senatorial District. 

Butler did not deny the charge. He even 
a@verred that he would do the same thing 
again under similar circumstances.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 12.—A movement 
to keep the Government out of the banking 
business has been inaugurated by the 
Chamber of Commerce here and it is said 
the commercial bodies of the country will 
join in it.

The volume of money 
in circulation should adapt itself to the 
ever flutuating needs oft commerce 
and ily life and the private means of 
indepéndent agents, such as nks, should 
be devoted to the special business of pro- 
viding adequate resources for the varying 
wants of the community by a fair and un- 
restricted resort to the markets of the world, 
drawing capital from the cheapest market

LILLIAN MILES THE VICTIM. 


Warrant for the Arrest of Leo Marks, 
Who Betrayed the. 
Girl. 


A warrant was issued at noon Thursday 
for Leo Marks on the charge of criminal 
assauit. 

Marks is a salesman in the employ of an 
Olive street furniture company.

When Marks proposed going into the Hotel 
Emory for refreshments, LAlllan entered 
without hesitahcy.

FAMILIAR NOTE TO DESMOND. 


The Trio of Rascals Call Him Des“ 
for Short and Throw Them- 
selves a Small Bouquet. 


Burglars not only break into and rob 
houses, hold. up saloon keepers and mer- 
chants and assault and rob pedestrians, but 
now they are actually sending information 
to the police as to whom they are. 

The following note, scrawled on a piece of 
brown meat paper, was found on the scene 


of the most récent robbery: 
“Des: 

‘We are the famous three.“ 

From the address it is supposed that this 
is a communication to Chief of Detectives 
Desmond. Desmond says he does not know 
the men who left the note, and that as 
strangers they were taking liberties in 
addressing him familiarly as Des.“
